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W hat About Army News Censorship In Korea? 


Throughout most ot the fighting in Korea, 
the American military authorities were un­ 
able to reach a firm decision on the ques­ 
tion 
of censorship. 
The 
correspondents, 
placed 
on their own, and often 
without 
broad strategic information, were placed in 
an anomalous position. The army refused to 
impose censorship even on technical infor­ 
mation, until three weeks ago. 
This partial censorship, 
imposed at the 
time of the Hungnam evacuation, has now 
been broadened into a censorship so tight, 
formidable and threatening as to curb even 
an expression of opinion on the correspond­ 
ent’s part. Correspondents are not permitted 
to use the word “retreat”, for example, nor 
can dispatches contain matter which would 
injure morale 
or “embarrass the United 
States, 
its allies 
or 
neutral 
countries.” 
Court-martial is threatened for violators. 
No objection can be offered to a censor­ 
ship that protects military security; in fact, 
correspondents asked for this months ago 
and were refused. Now, the army, perhaps 
upset at the attacks of the British press on 
the truth, or otherwise, of American com­ 
muniques, goes the limit 
in the other di­ 
rection. 
To confound confusion, General MacAr­ 
thur^ headquarters announces that no fur­ 
ther communiques will issue from 
that 
source, this function 
now being 
devolved 
upon lower commands in the field. 
The army will be performing an act not in 
the national interest if it attempts to sup­ 


press unfavorable facts about Korea or to 
protect individual reputations or to pose the 


position of the U. S. forces otherwise than 


it is. Protect tactical information, 
protect 


information that might cost lives or cause 


reverses, 
if published—yes. Conceal 
the 


truth about Korea in 
the guise of not of­ 
fending 
the sensibilities 
of neutrals, 
or 


otherwise—no. 


Father of Liederkranz

Death Can Be Unglamorous in W ar 


A U. N. AIRBASE. South Korea 
—(£>)—Not all the men killed in 
the Korea fighting against Com­ 
munism are hit by 
bullets or 
shells. 
Injury and death come to some 
in the routine, glamorless jobs of 
driving trucks or jeeps, or pilot­ 
ing airplanes, or unloading ra­ 
tion trucks. 
There were, for instance, no 
purple hearts for the 
American 
airmen mangled recently in an 
accident here, or for the South 
Korean laborers who shared their 
pain. 
This airfield, only a few miles 
from the front, is a slander, mud-

The plane skimmed low, and

The propeller on the right en­ 
gine threw' up a roaring geyser 
of mud, and the right wing shear­ 
ed a spray of dirty water along 
the side of the field.

The runaway ship staggered a- 
gain and then, in a death spasm, 
it lowered its nose and plunged 
into a truck loaded with rations.

In 1917. when Russia rel 
against the Czar and his

Tur­ 
key had become a free country in 
1908: China in 1911: Now Russia 
had joined the march. 
I was then a student at Co­ 
lumbia University and sought for 
means to go to Russia to fight 
and labor for liberty. I got a joo 
as a correspondent, sailed on the 
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old Oscar II and after a .short 
slay in Sweden, arrived in Petro- 
grad. There I became editor of the 
Russian Daily News, an English 
language newspaper. 
As a working 
news pa perm an, 
( barged with the task of report­ 
ing daily on events and publish­ 
ing them in the city which was 
then the capital of the country, 
I 
had 
many 
opportunities to 
come close to the situation as it 
developed. 
I witnessed 
the 
struggles or' 
Kerensky against both the Com­ 
munists and the Czarists. I was 
present at the seizure of power 
by tho Bolsheviks. I saw Lenin, 
Trotzky and Stalin (who was 
then not so important) at close 
quarters. I had to understand 
the movements which were influ­ 
encing millions of human beings. 
I lived under 
the 
Communists 
from October 1917 
to 
March 
1918. 
The heart-break of it was that 
there was no will for liberty a- 
mong the Marxists. They only 
sought power. Their own phrase 
for it was that they “took power.” 
I wa.' present at all sessions 
of Hie constituent assembly which 
had 
been 
called 
before 
the 
Bolsheviks 
took 
over. 
They 
laughed at the idea of the elected 
representatives of the people de­ 
termining the basic law' of the 
country. They 
sent 
sailors to 
break is up. 
I witnessed the suppression of 
every organ of the people—the 
church, the press, meetings, po­ 
litical parties. Quickly they re­ 
stored 
the 
despotism 
of 
the 
Czars. It was a despotism with­ 
out restraint. 
Human freedom was a value 
which I had taken for granted. I 
was born in the United States 
where I had never felt the force 
of government on my back like a 
lash. I knew no class, no race, no 
religious struggle. 
My 
father 
went to his synagogue 
on 
the 
Sabbath and we children walked 
behind him, as our Irish and Ger­ 
man neighbors went 
to 
their 
churches on Sunday. In America, 
even God could 
be 
taken for 
granted. 


It was in Siberia that the ques­ 
tion of God and country and hu­ 
man liberty became 
an 
issue 
that had to be worked out. I had 
seen the degradation of man. I 
had seen men and women wh i 
did not fear death, but who did 
fear life. 
For IS years after that, I lived 
and worked in China. Many of 
the names you now read about, I 
knew as young men and women, 
my ou'n 
age. 
My 
associations 
with Sun Vat-Sen were close. I 
knew Chiang Kai-Shek before 
he became a figure. I knew many 
of the present Communist lead­ 
ers as far back as 1919 when I 
was adviser to the Shanghai stu­ 
dents union, w’hose scroll still 
hangs on my wall. 
But 
the question 
of human 
liberty and country and God was 
not answered 
in 
China. 
Our 
troops today speak of the bru­ 
tality of the oriental, their habit 
of shooting the sick and wounded 
and prisoners of war. 
And always it came 
to 
m c 
From what 
is 
derived mercy, 
compassion, pity, charity, love'* 
Can men be free without God? 
To understand my own neces­ 
sity for God, I read and studied 
the enemy. I devoted myself to 
every biologic and physical evi­ 
dence 
of 
the 
futility 
of the 
supernatural. But it did not do 
in the realm of man’s relation­ 
ship to man. For the most that 
Kart Marx could establish was 
that those men and those things 
survived which struggled hardest 
in a suitable environment to sur­ 
vive. Yet, I also witnessed the 
elevation of the spirit 
of 
love 
daily in the works of compas­ 
sionate men who lived in free­ 
dom. 
In my own country, the United 
States, I knew freedom. I also 
knew God. Of course, any hu­ 
man society has faults—but I 
could say in 1931, in the depth 
of the depression, that I could 
find no condition of life in Amer­ 
ica, material or spiritual, that 
was as unfavorable as that *o 
which I had for 14 years be­ 
come accustomed in Russia and 
Asia.

Disease it Active 
When the disease is active, rest 
in bed is of the first importance. 
These patients are often nervous 
and tired, and rest and quiet are 
extremely helpful to them. Pain- 
relieving and quieting drugs are 
used to keep the patient com­ 
fortable. Patients are given iron- 
containing preparations and ca.- 
cium or lime if the bones show a 
lass of calcium in the X-ray plate. 
No special diet 
is 
necessary, 
except that it must be well bal­ 
anced, supplying all the neces­ 
sary food paris. 
As the patient begins to im­ 
prove, carefully supervised exer­ 
cises may 
be 
employed. Heat 
treatments are particularly bene­ 
ficial.

T w o Preparation* 
In recent times, it has been 
found that two preparations are

These 
are cortisone and ACTH or ad­ 
renocorticotropic 
hormone. 
The 
latter is one of the secretions 
from the pituitary gland located 
at the base of the brain. This se­ 
cretion seems to 
stimulate the 
formation 
of another secretion 
by the adrenal glands, “which are 
located above the kidneys. 
The fact that these prepara­ 
tions appear to be of value in pa­ 
tients with rheumatoid arthritis 
would seem to indicate that some 
as yet unidentified glandular de­ 
ficiency may be a factor in pro­ 
ducing the disease. 
The treatment of this condi­ 
tion 
is 
a 
complex procedure. 
There does not seem to be any 
one single drug which will cure 
the condition 
in 
all 
cases but, I 
with the combination of drugs, j 
heat, exercise, massage, rest, and 
diet, many cases can be checked 
and crippling prevented.

The squeeze -- less materials for 
civilians, more for defense -- is 
beginning to show. 
This week the automakers said 
they're cutting 
1951 
production 
from 20 to 30 percent below their 
1950 output, can’t get enough ma­ 
terials. 
And for the same reason, the 
Senate small business committee 
said, many small firms now are 
counting their life expectancy in 
terms of weeks. 
Still, the 
pressure 
has 
been 
gradual, not sudden. It will grow 
more intense. 
Defense production won’t really 
be rolling for perhaps another nine 
months. The full tide of 
orders 
from the army, navy and air force 
hasn't started to flow yet. But 
since Jan. I it has gathered speed. 
If we get into a 
shooting war 
with Russia in the spring, we w'ill 
wish wre had moved faster. But a 
shooting war then or ever is not 
certain. 
Because of the uncertainty, the 
government had to make a choice. 
It $ould have cracked down all 
at once, months ago, and said per­ 
haps: 
“All production must stop ex­ 
cept for essential civilian 
needs 
and the military.” 
That might have 
crimped 
the 
economy badly, with plants every­ 
where shut down and millions of 
workers out of 
jobs 
till 
their 
plants converted to defense stuff, 
if they could. 
That step would have had to be 
taken, more or less, if we were 
actually in a major shooting war 
months ago. But this present job 
of defense production may have tc 
continue for years, with no cer­ 
tainty of war at the end. 
So the government 
chose 
to 
try to keep the economy as stable 
as possible while it built up its 
armed strength and defense pro- 


it 
duction. At the 
same 
time, 
wanted to do something else: 
Expand this country’s factories, 
by enlarging them or building new 
ones, so that we could increase de­ 
fense production on a much fas­ 
ter scale if war came. 
If it didn’t come, then the nation 
would be, after a w'hile, in a bet- 
I ter position not only to keep de- 
1 tense production rolling at a good 
clip but start producing more stuff 
I for civilians again. 
How was this job to be done? 
Charles E. Wilson, boss of all mo­ 
bilization, explained it this week 
I when he said: 
"We are trying to use the facil­ 
ities and manpower available, such 
1 as government ordnance workers, 
before making demands on non­ 
defense facilities which arc pre­ 
sently producing for civilian de­ 
mands. Additional billions in or­ 
ders have been placed for mili­ 
tary trucks, but in existing truck 
plants.” 
This delicate job of trying to cut 
down, without too many bumps 
I and jerks, on materials for civilian 
| goods while stepping up 
defense 
production has been entrusted to 
NP A -- the National 
Production 
Authority. 
So far it hasn't said 
flatly to 
anyone that he can’t keep on mak­ 
ing what he made in normal times. 
For instance, it has banned the 
J use of copper in a

of 
things NP A says are non-essential. 
like ash trays. But if the maker of 
copper ash trays can find a sub­ 
stitute for copper he can keep on 
making the trays.

from civilian production. Later on. 
maybe much later on, when steel 
plants are expanded, 
there may 
be sufficient steel for the military 
and a lot more for civilians.
